EDITORIAL 


LAST week we have again witnessed an 
enjoyable situation when, thanks to the 
reat work of the Young Socceroos in 
lexico, Soccer has been on the lips of 
the general sporting public. 


The grand game has been a topic for 
discussion in the shop, office, home, and 
on the factory floor. 

The presence of the England team has 
ensured continuity in the upsurge of 
Soccer enthusiasm, so all in all there is 
reason to be pleased. 


In spite of this it is necessary to stress 
the sheer insanity of a situation in which 
most National Soccer League clubs are 
without a match for two and even four 
weeks at the height of the winter Season. 


Soccer in Australia is nothing without 
continuity in the top competition. Interna- 
tionals are just the icing on the cake. 


The NSL must have their noses rubbed 
in their fixture list in order to awaken 
them to the danger which is of their own 
making. 


Alright, many clubs have players in 
Mexico and others have key men out for 
two weekends with the Australian team 
in Sydney, Brisbane and Melbourne. 


Some of them might require call offs 
due to this unusual double-up of interna- 
tional features, but the principle should 
be that every possible game is played. 

As it is a couple of players out on 
international duty spells the request for a 
postponment that must be granted under 
the regulations. 


All should be in the game to develop 
Soccer, but it cannot done without 
continuity of play. 

The lesson to be drawn from the major 
Leagues the world over is so obvious that 
it should not need any reinforcing here.

he two State Federations obviously 
wanted the game on a Sunday. 


The NSL, quick to sense the explosive 
political climate in Sydney if they refused 
to release players, backed off. They want 
some State oe clubs to reinforce 
their ranks in 1 and a fight over a 
Queensland-NSW game simply would 
have been couriter productive. 


As it wast d some flack, but it 
ws more da Re ae run than anything 
else. 


How the NSL failed to insist that the 
interstate game be pl: on a Wednes- 
day night is hard to fathom. 


For most clubs the home gate is their 
main livelihood. Postponments caused 
ey such affairs as the Brisbane game 
should never be allowed again. In addi- 
tion the League should have a sub- 
committee revise their postponment 
rules and make them practical. 


Whilst sepealing for the reform and 
continuity of League football it is approp- 
riate to hit out at the sacred cow of 
promotion and relegation. 


With the distinct possibility of expan- 
sion of the NSL in 1984 all clubs should 
be given at least a Ne seer guarantee of 
membership so that they can plan for 
unimpeded progress. 


The stop-start effect of promotion and 
relegation methods in the Australian cli- 
mate have brought too many poor clubs 
up, and long-term, sensible planning has 
vanished out the window. 

Do not think that there will be many 
promotable clubs in State League for 
some years after the proposed increase 
to the NSL. To do so is to day dream.
